1. Applicants believe the original patent to be partly inoperative or invalid by reason of a defective 
Specification. Although a Response to Rule 312 Communication dated 13 August 1999 indicated Applicant's 312 
Amendment dated 11 May 1999 was entered, the patent issued without the changes to the Specification in the 312 
Amendment being entered. 

While Fig. 2 of the patent was divided into Figs. 2A and 2B as requested in the 312 Amendment, the 
Specification was not changed to clarify when references to "Fig. 2" in the patent meant "Fig. 2a" or "Fig. 2b". 

2. Applicants believe the original patent to be partly inoperative or invalid by reason of the patentees 
claiming less than patentees had the right to claim in the patent. The issued patent discloses a non-contact detector 
having two surfaces of different work functions separated by a substantially faxed distance, wherein a current 

j induced across the surfaces is related to the contact potential difference between the surface, and wherein a non- 
\ vibrating capacitance probe is utilized. As fully discussed in the currently filed Preliminary Amended, the newly 
j presented Claims 1 1-28 are different as to scope than Claims 1-10. For example, the newly presented claims do not 
recite "means plus function" language.
